Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance are 
considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as per 
MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Sneed , 71 0 F.2d 1 544, 1 548, 21 8 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1 983), 
The application teaches a method of reporting peak single cycle derivative (pg. 4, 
paragraph 0017) power values over multi-cycles, and multi-cycle derivative configured 
to report a peak derivative power value over multiple cycles (pg. 4, paragraph 0016) to 
which none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in the independent claims.
